WASHINGTON (AP)-Am bassa- 
dor Arthur II.

SYRACUSE, N Y. (AP(-Nearby 
400,000 persons in three Central 
New York counties took oral vac­ 
cine in a three-day drive to stem 
an outbreak of polio that has para­ 
lyzed 41 persons in recent weeks. 
A total of 90.617 persons swal­ 
lowed drops of Sabin vaccine yes­ 
terday, the final day. It was the 
first large-scale use in the nation 
of the recently licensed vaccine. 
Health 
officials, 
expressing 
satisfaction with the large turnout 
of parents and children, said they 
hoped the outbreak was near an 
end. They said they would keep a 
close check in the counties of 
Onondaga, Madison and Oneida. 
Of the 41 persons stricken with 
paralytic polio, one has died. 
All but four of those stricken 
arc children. 
Sixteen 
persons .had 
received 
three or more shots of Salk anti­ 
polio vaccine, health officials said. 
A special clinic was set up to­ 
day at Syracuse Qty Hospital to 
treat persons allergic to penicil­ 
lin. The Sabin vaccine contain* a 
ti ace of the antibiotic.

In appraising the significance

Who are the unemployed? According to 
the Department of Labor, as of mid-June, 
the composite jobless worker was between 
25 and 55, and an unskilled or semiskilled 
worker in durable goods industries. 
He was a resident of one of six large 
industrial states — New York, California, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and Illinois 
— and was receiving about $32 a week in 
unemployment benefits. 
At the time of the study, 700,000 un­ 
employed were receiving temporary ex­ 
tended unemployment benefits. They repre­ 
sented a third of the two million workers 
who had used up their state unemployment 
benefit rights since mid-1960. 
The average worker had received about 
22 weeks of benefits and had about IO more 
weeks left. 
This general picture has not changed 
significantly since June. While individual 
workers have joined or left the group, this 
large army of unemployed remains, seem­ 
ingly unabsorbable in an otherw ise prosper­ 
ous economy.

New York history. 
The other 
papers were gone.

which until 1821 were attainable 
bv the state.

From such sources in Nether­ 
lands he obtained 16 volumes of

In his report, Brodhead fur­ 
ther told how “lier Majesty’s 
State Paper Office, in London, 
was part of the Sovereign’s own 
private library', an appendage to 
the secretary of state s office.

BABSON on BUSINESS

BABSON PARK. Mass , Sept. I 
—Most writers ane talking about 
the population “explosion” ahead 
of us; but no one explains how the 
greatly increased population is to 
get enough fresh water few drink­ 
ing and irrigation. Doctors tell me 
to drink one glass of water each 
morning while I am dressing, fol­ 
lowed by two more during die fore­ 
noon. I drink 
very little 
water 
after 4 p. 
rn. and never 
touch 
liquor or highballs. 
Salt Waler Treatment 
As three-fifths or more of the 
world is covered by salt water, it 
may be useless to try to tun* it 
into frorii water. We may do far 
better to learn to live off the veg­ 
etable products cf the ocean, as we 
do its fish, etc. However, Congress 
has appropriated money to build 
two experimental plants for des.il t- 
ing ocean water,—one or. the East 
Coast and 
one on the 
West Coast. 
All chemists know this can be done; 
but it 
is 
very expensive. 
The 
Ionics Inc. company of Cambridge, 
Mass., has the best success there­ 
with; but I hear they recommend 
only that the “brackishness” 
be 
taken out of an existing source of 
water 
supply. 
I 
have 
recently 
visited such a plant. It is both 
practical and economical. 
The 
plan which 
interests me 
greatly is to bring 
fresh 
water 
from Canada. Northwest Canada 
has three large Lakes that drain 
the rainfall northward into the 
Arctic Ocean—which is very waste­ 
ful. Although it would be very ex­ 
pensive. great canals could be bu Ut 
for turni p these streams and re­ 
versing their flow southward. Then 


this fresh water would be used to 
irrigate the di-y plains of Mon­ 
tana. the Dakotas, Wyoming. Ari­ 
zona, and Now Mexico. For fur­ 
ther details, readers should write 
John Powers, Jr., of Homewood, 
Alabama. The Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission may now be considering 
such a “peace” project for 50 years 
hence. 
Mining Frcwh Water 
In view of the projected increase 
in poplation and greater per capita 
use, the cost of fresh water and 
“soft drinks" will increase! To help 
with this problem the first step 
might be for cities to build a sepa­ 
ra te plant to distribute only salt 
water. ITius each house and indus­ 
try wouki have two water bilks to 
pay. Unless there is a World War 
III, homes and factories with suc­ 
cessful driven wells will be in de­ 
mand. as will those bordering non­ 
polluted 
rivers, 
streams, 
and 
lakes. 
My 
reference 
to 
World 
War III concerns the danger from 
“fallout” when using water from 
streams, 
lakes, 
and 
uncovered 
reservoirs. 
Driven 
wells, 
moreover, 
are 
wholly dependent upon electricity 
for pumping. Hence, as a part of 
any “shelters” such as the Civil | 
Defense agencies are recommend- j 
ing there should be included fully 
charged storage batteries along 
with Ute food and other needed 
supplies. 
Fresh 
water may 
be 
shipped by tank 
cars or great J j 
pipes, or the fresh water may be 
frozen and shipped as frozen food* 
is now shipped. The purpose of this 
column now Is to get leaders think-1 
ing about what an economic revo­ 
lution is 
ahead 
based 
upon 
a 
scarcity of fresh water. 
When I was a boy most homes 


had brick cisterns in their cellars. 
These were kept filled by the rain 
which fell upon the roots. People 
who could not afford cisterns went 
to the “town pump” twice a day to 
fill their pitchers and pails. Each 
community would have several of 
these “town pumps” for the conven­ 
ience of the people. 
Sources 
of 
diphtheria, typhoid, and other di­ 
scases were traced to these pub­ 
lic pumps.—leading to the instal­ 
lation of city water systems and 
later to municipal sewerage. 
I 
have a grancktaughter who lives 
at St. Thomas, one of the Virgin 
Islands. She has a cistern, but 
there is no rain to fill it. She 
drinks and uses water shipped by 
boat from Puerto Rico. 


Therefore, I urge my readers to 
consider the fresh water problem 
when locating their home. Select 
a state and city which has a good 
supply o# fresh w-ater. If possible, 
have a house which borders an un­ 
polluted running stream or river. 
Such a location today is worth a 
premium 
over inland 
locations. 
bood ahead and speculate on the 
information given in this column. 
You can make money therefrom 
when and if you ever need to sell. 
If you wish to speculate, buy some 
such 
land—well 
drained—along 
with life insurance and good stocks. 
Man can always build more houses 
and develop more subdivisions; 
but only 
God 
can 
make 
more 
natural fresh water.
